This 
publication, hopefully the last in the series, is being finished at the 
present time. USSR Travel control which in the past required the full 
time services of one analyst, plus limited clerical support, is now 
being handled by the Support Branch and individual analysts in the USSR 
Section, 


Directory of Soviet Scientific and Technical Organizations. Again what 
is hopefully the last publication in this series was sent out two months 
ago. The USSR Organizational files are still maintained, but what 
formerly required the services of one full-time professional, plus 
clerical assistance, is now being handled by a non-professional, under 
the direction and guidance of an analyst on a part-time basis as a 
collateral duty.
